Although he wasn't front and centre 
on the battle grounds, Sergeant at Arms 
Fred Belton, of the Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 72, played an important 
role in the Royal Canadian Navy. 

Belton served in the Royal Canadian 
Navy from 1958 to 1968 and he sailed 
the pacific coast to protect Canadian 
waters from the threat of foreign ships 
attacking the coast or attempting to 
gather intelligence about the Canadian 
army during the Cold War. 

He was posted to the HMSC Stetder, 
which was a frigate from the Second 
World War—it was one of five ships he 
served on. 

Belton's job was to work with a radar- 
- he spent his days observing ships 
passing through the waters and deter¬ 
mining whether or not they were a 

In his ten years, Belton says he only 
stopped one ship which he thought 
might be a threat.

Make sure you are flying 


your flag 

Dear Editor, 


Every so often the topic of 
flags comes up. 

What is correct and what 
isn't? 

As I drive around town, I 
see so many of our national 
emblems flown. Some are 
flown proudly, crisp and 
clean. Others are tattered 
and tom having done their 
duty and are sadly in need of 
respectful retirement. 

I want to believe our citi¬ 
zens fly the Canadian flag 
because they are proud of it, 
what it represents and to 


properly 

show their own patriotism. 

Here are the three most 
common errors which are 
disrespectful. 

The Canadian flag should 
be flown on its own standard 
mast or pole. The practice of 
flying one national flag over 
the top of another national 
flag on the same pole shows 
disrespect for the flag on the 
bottom. 

If I were an American citi¬ 
zen I would be profoundly 
offended to find my flag 
beneath another nation's 
flag. 

When facing the front of a 
property where two flags are 


displayed, the Canadian flag 
should be flown on the cen¬ 
tre standard. 

When your flag has done 
its duty, you should take it 
down and replace it. If you 
have no replacement it's bet¬ 
ter to have a bare flag pole.

"We once boarded a 
Russian fish factory ship in 
the 60s and we found it to be 
exactly what it was, but it

A plan for local rail history 


approved a makeover of the 
heritage-designated light- 
station for an overall cost of 
$1.3 million. 

"It needed the big fix and 
that’s exactly where we are 
with the train," said Davies. 

Since 2010, the museum

When the registered non¬ 
profit group that was found¬ 
ed for this project collects 
about $73,000, applications 
for government grants will 
be sent out.

A plan that has been put 
in place to repair the 6218 
steam engine locomotive at 
the Fort Erie Railroad 
Museum is anticipated to 
be on track, but a total of 
$430,000 is needed to make 
that happen.

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An inquest into the death 
of Fort Erie teenager Reilly 
Anzovino has been delayed 
indefinitely. 

The sixth day of the 
inquest was set to get under¬ 
way in Welland court 
Monday morning, but was 
adjourned until later in the 
day after the presiding coro¬ 
ner Dr. Jack Stanborough 
received a request from the 
Anzovino parents, Tim 
Anzovino and Denise 
Kennedy. 

When the jury returned to 
the courtroom, the three- 
woman, two-man panel was 
told the matter was going to 
be postponed because the 
Anzovino family is no longer 
represented by Fort Erie law¬ 
yer Wayne Redekop. 

"The family have elected 
to pursue new counsel for 
the purpose of this inquest," 
Stanborough told the jury. 

The coroner directed the 
Anzovino family to retain 
another lawyer as soon as 
possible so that the inquest 
can resume in short order. 

"My hope and anticipation 
is at the earliest opportunity 
we will be sitting again," he 
told the jury. 

Redekop, the former 
mayor of Fort Erie and the 
NDP candidate in the pro¬ 
vincial election last month, 
did not appear in court on 
Monday. Members of the 


Anzovino family stood along¬ 
side Redekop when Ontario 
NDP leader Andrea Horwath 
visited Fort Erie in September 
to support his campaign. 

Lawyers representing the 
other parties who have 
standing at the inquest did 
not object to the adjoum- 

Under the Coroner's Act, 
all parties who have stand¬ 
ing at an inquest are entided 
to have legal representation. 

In addition to the Anzovino 
family, parties that have 
standing at the inquest are 
the Ministry of Health and 
Long Term Care, the 
Hamilton Niagara 

Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network; 
Niagara Emergency Medical 
Services and the Niagara 
Health System. 

Anzovino, 18, died on 
Boxing Day 2009 after the car 
she was a passenger in col¬ 


lided with a second vehicle 
on Highway 3 between Fort 
Erie and Port Colbome. 

She died shortly before 
arriving at the Welland 
County General Hospital. 

The inquest was looking at 
whether or not the closure of 
the emergency rooms at 
Douglas Memorial Hospital 
in Fort Erie and Port 
Colbome General Hospital 
had played a role in her 
death. 

It was also examining the 
treatment Anzovino received 
from paramedics at the scene 
and in the ambulance. 

The inquest began Oct. 31 
and had heard from 10 wit¬ 
nesses, including several 
Niagara EMS paramedics 
who tended to Anzovino on 
the day of crash. 

The inquest was expected 
to last four weeks and hear 
from approximately 35 wit-
